A high dignitary of the Catholic 
church, who was ordained by the Bish- 
op of Perugia, now the supreme pontiff 
of the charch, speaking of Pope Leo, 
with whose persona! cireer he is inti- 
mately acquainted, raid to a represent- 
ative of the Philadelphia Times: 

‘* While still a simple priest, Gioachi- 
no Pecci was appointed nuncio to the 
court of Lsopold, King of Belgium, and 

as is customary,in order to give him digs 
nity, he was appointed archbishop in 
partibus, that is, without a see. This 
appolutmeat led eventually to his 
reaching the cardinalate. Charch dig- 
nitaries are appointed cardinals on ac- 
count of special sanctity, on account of 
great erudition, on account of thei 
knowledge of canon law, of ecclesiasti 


ti-« 
cal history, of the rubrics, of the tradi. 
tions of the church and of its ceremo- 
nies, and they are also appointed on 
account of their exhibiting talent in 
diplomacy. 
“Che story of Gioachino Paecci’s lfe 
will enable any inte!ligent observer to 
judge of his character. King Leopold 
was one of the most astute and unprinci- 
led rulersin Earope. Although he had 
but asmallarmy around him when the 
thrones of the most powerful monarchs 
in Christendom were tottering, he . 
aged to sit firmly upon his. At the 
court of this monarch Pecci not only 
succeeded in def-iding the rights of 
the church of Beigium, but he did it 
without coming into any antago- 
nism with Leopold; in fact so com- 
mending himself to the king’s good will 
that he was made eques torquatus ex 
ordine Leopoidi, regis Belgarum, liter- 
elly a colored knight of the order of 
Leopold, King of B-lgiun,better known 
as Knights of the Golden Collar. Leos 
pold also requested Pope Gregory XVI 
to elevate Pecci to the dignity of the 
cardinalate. After performing his duty 
with great snccess in Belguim the nuno- 
cioreturned to Rome and was made 
Bishop of Perugia, and about seven 
years later Pope Pius IX made him a 
cardinal! priest. 
“Perugia is probably the most diffi- 
eult see in aii Italy to manage. Ite 
inhabitants are inclined to be rebel- 
lions, a8 conspirators abound among 
them, and, besides, itis only eight 
miles from Tuscany, of which Florence 
wes the capital. The reigning family 
in Florence, as well as several other 
noble houses in Tuscany, were origi- 
nally from Perugia, and are con- 
tinually interfering in ite affairs, and 
in consequence the administration of 
the see requires the utmost prudence 
and firmness on the part of the ordinary 
of the diocese. Pecci conducted the see 
in a way that defied criticism. In per- 
sonal appearance and in his cultured 
Po Leo somewhat r2sembles 
Cardinal McCloskey, archbishop of 
New York. He haga keen,penetrating 
eye, is very gentle and courteous in his 
deportment, exceedingly amiable,quiet 
and self- , and he has a very 
clear, quick-acting and penetrating 
mind, 
“Concerning the policy that Pope 
Leo will pursue it cannot be measured 
by the answer to the enquirv as to 
whether he is an extremist, a liberalist. 
or what you please. it must be re~ 
membered that all the _ principles 
which hold good in regard to the dif- 
ferences between the personal senti- 
ments and official actions in the case 
of courts of justice hold with still more 
force asto the pontiffa of the Roman 
church. No court of lawin this coua- 
try or in Europe, is so bound in with 
along series of rulings and decisions 
and precedents upon matters secular as 
well as spiritual as the pope of Rome. 
While the papa! policy is in retation to 
matters where no principle regardad as 
fundementa! is supposed to be at stake, 
the m s elastic the world has ever 
seen, )et in those where some principe 
is involved, or supposed to be so, it is 
fixed and rigid. Whatever, therefore, 
umay have been the personal sentiments 
of predisposition of Cardinal Pecci, 
whatever the ruling traite of his per- 
sonal character, his course as Lo 
XIII. cannot be forecast from them. 
li the governmenta of Germany 
and Italy, with which Pius 1X. was in 
most marked antagonism, make any 
proffers looking towards a reconcilis- 
tion, as they can do now without hum- 
bling their spirita, Leo XIII. will, no 
doubt, in accordance with the fixed 
policy of Rome, endeavor to meet them 
more than half way in everything pos- 
sible, without conceding the princ'ples 
involved in the government of the 
church and in the Catholic idea of edu- 
cation.

The Lynching of a Womaan. 
Special to the Gic be- Democrat 

RicuMonp, March 11.—The lynching 
of Cnariotte Harris, the colored woman, 
in Rockingham county, in this state 
has called for the denunciation of all 
law-abiding citizens. Rockingham 
county is one of the wildest and mos‘ 
unocivilizsd in Virginia, and many of its 
inbabitaots are almost barbarians. The 
Globe~Democrat correspondent called 
upon Governor Holliday this aft »rnoon, 
and asked him what action he woulda 
take in regard to the outrage. Thegov 
ernor said that when the officers of the 
county officia'ly notified him of the 
outrage, he wvuld offer a liberal reward 
for the arrest of the perpetrators of the 
outrage. Later intelligence from Rock. 
ingham gives some inside facts as to the 
cause of the lynching of the unfortun- 
ate woman. 

In this county, about a year ago, the 
horrible Liywson murder was commit~ 
ted, and it was proved that Louisa 
Lawson, a voluptuous but virtueless 
|wife, had instigated the murder of ber 
husband. For this crime her paramour, 
Anderson, was hanged, and Louisa 
Lawson was sentenced to death, but 
the governor commuted the sentence 
to penitentiary for life. The lynchi 
of Onarlotte Harris is but another le 
in the calendir of lust aud lawlessness 
of the God-defying and law-breakin 
denizens of the rocky crags of the Al- 
leghevies, many of whom live in the 
caves and huts, beyond the reach of 
the law’s hands. They thirsted for 
blood. Some of their ringleaders were 
the cast-off paramours of Lonisa 
lawson, and were enraged and 
disappointed wheo the gvuvernor’s 
comu.utation saved her life. Tha ter- 
rible deed of lawlessness, it is said by 
the people of the county, was done in 
the spirit of revenge. The outlaws 
could not get the blood of one woman, 
and they determined to havethe biood 
of another. I: is believed that the mur- 
der was done by the bloody hands of 
these outlaws, some hundreds in num- 
ber. It will take some to gather the 
law oflicers together in this wild couns 
try, but efforts will be made to capture 
them. It will be almost impossible, as 
they will screen each other, and the 
only hope of detection is that some one 
will be tempted bp the large reward to 
betray their companions

suddenly iet go, and the shrieking fe-~ 
male was jerked up into the air with 
frightful veiocity. 

ANOTRER ACCOUNT.

RicuMonpD, Va., March 11.—A tele- 
gram: from Harrisonburg, where the 
colored woman was lynched to death 
on Wednesd#y night last, as reported 
in the Herald of yesterday, says that 
public sentiment in East Rockingham, 
where the crime was committed, justi- 
fies the atrocious deed. Nine-teaths 
of the crime perpetrated in that county 
occurs in that section, and, strange to 
say, while this unfortunate woman was 
only accused of iustigating the burn- 
ing of a barn where no human life was 
at steke, the popular verdict appears 
to be that she deserved her tate. The 
telegram corroborates the report, pres 
viously published in the Herald, that 
the woman, Chariocte Harris, instiga- 
ted the burning of the barn; that 
she fied to Albemarle county to evade 

unishment; that she was pursued 

y officers, brought back and 
had a hearing before a bench ot magis~« 
trates, who committed her to jail to 
await the action of the grand jury; she 
wasthen placed in the custody ofa 
guard, prior tobeing sent tojail the 
following day; that during the night 
she was forcibly taken from the guard 
by acrowd of disguised persuns, who 
hung her to a blackjack tree. 

A BRUTAL EXECUTION, 


It is said that it took the combined 
strength of five mento bend the sap- 
ling down, which being accomplished, 
@ rope suspended from the tree was 
fastened tothe woman’s neck and the 
tree then allowed to go up again. The 
woman was tossed in the air, and land- 
ed onthe opposite side of the tree, 
which was propped up with a fence 
rail, and there left hanging.

The bill to remoye all restrictions on 
the exportation of phosphatic deposits, 
both as to the crude material and the 
manufactured fertilizer, was freely dis- 
cussed.

COTTON SEED OIL M/LLS. 


It is true that Atlanta is a nervous, 


her citizens should be vigilant in their 
exertions in her behalf. ‘Io add to her 


pursuits that will enlist a broader in. 
terest, that will absorb ail our redun- 
dant capital, and awaken more and 
more of the intellect and industry of 
our people. -Tearing down and enlargs 
ing store h uses and depots for provis- 
ions and groceries, or investing in trade 
and traffic, are profitable investments 
no doubt, but there are still other en- 
terprises that can be engaged in te draw 
out energy and cz pital. 

This season Atlanta will receive 
perhaps some 100,000 bales of cotton. 
Yet our city, like the rest of the great 
cotton region,is not alive to her best in- 
terest. If the cotton region would ear- 
nestly address herse/f to the great work, 
the day would soon come when we 
would be abie to convert the 
whole cotton crop into goods of all de-~ 
acriptions at a cost so low as to distanve 
ail competition. What power and pros- 
perity we would enjoy, what a height 
of grandeur we would attair, if we 
would but reap for ourselves the who'e 
harvest which the cotton plant is ca- 
pable of yielding. 

Take, for an example, the manufac» 
ture of fixed oil from cotton seed. At- 
lanta is located in the cotton growing 
region. One hundred thousand bales 
of the great staple have been drayed 
through our streets, compressed in our 
warehouses, transported over our roads 
this searon. It has been of advantage 
tous. Yet, why by enterprise, shail 
we not reap further profits from the 
cotton grown at onr door? Who will 
inaugurate a cotton seed oi] manufacs 
turing establishment in ourcity? The 
material is almost on the spot, and in 
good condition. It does not have to be 
compressed, or drenched in rain, rolled 
in the mud, or damaged or rotted by 
long travel by sea and by land, butit is 
here already for use, 

The use oj the oil manufactured from 
cotton seed for domestic ¢nd industrial 
uses is daily increasing. For medicinal 
or table use, when purified, it is said to 
be equal to olive, and after the oil is ex- 
pressed a cotton seed oil cake can be 
made, which for the fattening of stock‘ 
has a beiter reputation than the oil 
cake of commerce. Already cotton seed 
oul is rapidly gaining favor with inanu~ 
facturers of the finer kinds of soap; 
also for softening woo! ; for lubricating 
mechinery ; dressing Moracco leather, 
and for mixing paint colors 
instead -f linseed oil, which in its dry- 
ing qualities, it is said to rival. If 
those who have experimented in the 
business are correct in their deductions 
as to the uses it can be put to, and the 
cheapness with which it can be fur- 
nished, we know of no better invest» 
ment. 

As yet the number of mills is not 
large—several in New Urleans, others 
in Memphis, Baton Rouge, Natchez, 
Shreveport, Vicksburg, Pine Bluffs, St. 
Louis, Chicago and the oil company of 
Augusta. In short, cotton seed oil and 
oil cake bid fair to become an impor 
tant staple article of co nmerce, both for 
home purposes and for export. Who 
will lead off ip this paying industry in 
Atlanta?

A Girl Who Suicided that *he Might 
Meet Anotber Su'cide—-Tw> Ke- 
markably Piayful Letters from the 
Victim, 

Correspondence Evansville Journal 

Boonvi__g, Inp., March 7.—The bell 
tolied this morning announcing the 
death of Miss Nancy Lee, aged 15, who 
committed suicide last night by taking 
a teaspoonful of morphine, and died 
this morning at 8 o’clock. 

Suicide must be “catching,” for 
there must have been no less than five 
in this county within two months. Ks- 
pecially does it look that way in this 
case, as it appears to be caused by the 
death by suicide of Fannie Dillingham, 
of whicnd a full report was given in the 
Journal! at the time. 

The act bas caused much inguiry and 
excitement, for itis an almost uopaf- 
aileled case —that a gir) as old as she 
should be so attached to one who was: 
not & relative and only a friend, that 
she should commit suicide for the sole 
purpose of “going where that friend 
is.” For several weeks after the death 
of Mrs. D. this girl grieved very much, 
and scarcely ave anything, and at one 
time asked her motber whether sie 
thought she would go where Fannie 
was if sheshould die. This soon wore 
away partially, and uo signs of any rash 
act were given until about three weeks 
ago when she asked for morphine at 
one of the grocery stores. Yesterday 
evening she ate supper and appeared 
us lively as usual. She was seen taking 
a tin of water with her to ber room a8 
she went to bed. No more was hearu 
of her until 12 o’clock, when a curious 
noise awakened her father, who at once 
saw that she was in a stupor, and sent

til morning, but without effect. The 
tin cup and sume cot the powder was 
found on the bureau, and in one of the 
drawers was found the following: 

LETTER NO. l. 

“Well, ma, you and pa need not be 
frightened, for this is nothing but mor- 
phine that makes me slkep so good 
and sound forevermore; and i will tel! 
you, ifI never wake up, | want you 
to lay mein the new graveyard, just 
right against Fannie’s grave, to sta 
with her forevermore and eternally; 
for 1 am going to see her and siay with 
her, and do you reckon that her and 
me will have as much fun as we did 
here together? I hope we will, if not 
more than here; and I guess that we 
will, if old “Hack” Dillingham does 
not come and call her away, like 
he did before, and if he does 
he had better not, for I do not like 
him no how, for he caused her death, 
and that is enough forbhim, I think 
Well, bury meat the new graveyard; 
put my grave right against Fannie’s 
grave, and ifever you goto Terre Haute 
call for Fannie and I,and then if you 
see us together, and dt the same time, 
vou may know thatI am with her. 
Weil, ask Alice if she is mad. Tell be: 
that lam not mad at her, and if 
is mad I can’t help it, and tell her ihat 
she wanted to know where I was going 
the other day, when I told her that I 
was going to seexwmebody that I had 
not seen fora long time, and tell her 
thatis Fannie and thatI like her 
Well, now I will give you my rings 
ma, and you must wear them, and go 
out to auat Mary’s and stay as long a- 
you was going to; and be sure to bury 
me at the new graveyard,ard do not 
leave room between me and Fannie to 
bury “Hack” Dillingham, her pa, her 
sister, her aunt, or anybody, and take 
good care of her things that I had and 
keep themin my little bucket, and 
keep it to remember me by forever- 
more, and, if aunt Mary does 
writea letter to me, put it in my 
bucket, and keep it too.”

LETTER NO. 2. 


“Oh ma, let me sleep this morning, 
for I do not think that you ca wake 
me, for I took a teaspoonful of mor 
phine to go to rest forevermore, and I 
do not want you to disturb me from 
my nap. If you find my ietters in the 
safe drawer y.u must read them, and 
keep them and mind them.” 

No other causes than those in the 
letter are known to anyone. She was 
a bright young lady, but reason must 
have been partly dethroned. She 
will be buried according to her request 
to-morrow forenoon. ie is not known 
where she got the poison.
